“THE FIGHTING AT SONTAT, - 
Wo translate from: Ze Saigonnais of the 
27th Jan. the following account of the fight. 
ing in tho neighbourhood of Sontai, The 
account issaid to have been written by an 
‘offcor whe took part in tho operations. 

On the 10th December, in tho evening, 
the troops lying in tho citadel at Hanoi, 
composed of tho marching - regiment 
from Africa and two battorios of artillory, 
received the order to march for Sontai at 
aix‘o'clock on the following morning: This 
strong column. of about 2,000 mon was 
placed under the orders of Lieut,-Colonel 
Belin. Tho Infantry of Marine, forming 
three battalions of marine fusiliers, with 
their artillery, ombarked during the night 
on the vossols of tha’ flotilla.” Colone) 
Bichot had command of this columa. .The 
native ‘contingents’ wera distributed. be- 
tween the two oolumus, 

The movement was mado in tho follow- 
ing order. . During the day the fotilla’ dis: 
embarked on-the other sido of tho Day, 
and.on the right bank-of the Red River, 
the column under tho command of Bichot..
